WASHINGTON, July 7.—The re 
turn of France to a gold basis, with 
consequent stabilization of the franc, 
will be the outcome of conferences 
which were begun in Washington to- 
day between officials of governmen- 
tal financial institutions ‘of the 
United States, Great Britain, France 
and Germany. 

_ These conference-, a virtual contin- 

uation of exchanges in New York. be- 
tween the official representatives of 
the four nations named and import- 
ant private banks, laid the founda- 
tion for French monetary stabiliza- 
tion. . Apparently this is: the chief 
purpose of the conferences. now in 
progress. 

There seems to be every assurance 
that the unsettled world financial 
situation; due in part to the course 
of. France .in.creating huge funds 
of gold in the United States and 
England, will be straightened out.

approximatély $4 for each 100-franc 
note.

PARIS, July 7.—Maurice Drouhin, 
the French aviator, tonight aban- 
doned his plans for his Farman tri- 
motor transatlantic flight and agreed 
to pilot the Bellanca plane with 
Charles A. Levine from Paris to New 
York. 
M. Drouhin conferred, with Mr. 
Levine and his attorney, Mr. Hart- 
man, who drew up a form of agree- 
ment covering the financial consid- 
eration and other’ specifications, 
giving final acceptance soon after 
midnight. 
“We will start from Le Bourget 
just as soon as the ship‘can be put 
in proper condition,’ said Levine, in 
his hotel room, evidently extremely 
pleased with the arrangements. He 
said he had not fixed the date, but 
wanted to start as soon as possible 
because he said July was a good 
month for the flight. 
Levine was enthusiastic over Drou- 
hin, declaring that he felt he had 
a | made the best possible choice among 
airmen, although a number 
of splendid pilots had also been will- 
ing to go. Mrs. Levine smilingly pro- 
fessed thorough confidence in Drou- 
hin, In whom she said her woman’s 
intuition. séemeéed .to dictate entire 
trust.

CROWDS MAROONED 


Fol Force of Downpour Is Felt 
in the Bronx, Where All 
Transit Is Tied Up.” 


FLOODS -IN> THE--STREETS 


Hundreds of Autos Are Stalled 
and Thousands Jam the 
Subway Exits. 


A heavy electrical storm, accom- 
panied by torrential rain, swept 
freakishly over certain sections of 
Manhattan and the Bronx shortly 
after 6 o’clock last evening, injuring 
several. persons in this. city. This 
storm swept over to New Jersey, 
causing the death of one woman in 
Newark, and later in the night an- 
other downpour . deluged 
and . Queens: ‘Property damage 
amounting to hundreds of thousands 
of dollars was done in the metropol- 
itan area. 

While the rain was pouring down 
in sheets in. some sections of the 
city, ‘turning streets into rivers and 
tying up all foot, vehicular and rapid 
transit traffic, in other sections there 
were nearly clear skies overhead and 
dry pavements underfoot. 

The greatest damage was caused 
in the Bronx, where the full brunt of 
the.storm was fol tween 6:30 and 
7:30 at a time w the subways, | 8 
elevated and ether transporta 
lines were jammed to. capacity. 
Thousands of ns. were. ma- 
rooned on subway and elevated plat- 
forms and stairs unable to make any

, has ‘announced that his first 
revelations to the prosecution have 
coenicerned only the evidence he holds 
ne = den John W. Duvall of 
ndianapolis. 

And men above Duvall, high offi- 
cials of the State, are coming next, 
according to Stephenson. One by 
one, in the general belief, he plans 
to brand m” with corruption, 
municipal sehotage and obeisance to 
the Klan. With each new exposé, it 
is said, Stephenson hopes that those 
involved will negotiate his freedom. 

Documen evidence which Steph- 
enson, by written requests to “‘cer- 
tain ‘of his friends,’’ ordered turned 
over to Prosecutor Remy and his 
two assistants, John W. 
Holtzman, former Mayor of this 
city, and Emsley Johnson, a Repub- 
lican leader, is believed already to be 
in the city and that the prosecutors 
will have it within a few days is con- 
sidered assured. 

With the arrival in the city of 
Thomas H. Adams, the Vincennes edi- 
tor, whose challenge last year stirred 
up the Stephenson investigation, 
came rumors of even more startling 
revelations.

WASHINGTON, July 7.—Postal re- 
ceipts at fifty selected cities, usually 
a barometer of business conditions, 
aggregated $29,681,229.47 in June, an 
increase of $961,774.92, or 3.35 per 
cent. over those for the same month 
last year. 

Figures made public today by Post- 
master General New showed that re- 
ceipts for New York City in June 
were $6,149,844.77, compared with 
$5,822,598.93 in J-:ne, 1926, an in- 
crease of 5.26 per cent., compared 
with an incréas> <f 5.75 per cent. in 
June, 1926, over 1925, and of 14.28 
per cent. ‘in June, 1926, over 1924. 

New Haven, Conn., with an in- 
crease of 17.73 per cent., led the fifty 
cities in the percentage of increase. 


Akron, Ohio., came next with an in- 
crease of 14.81 per cent., while Wor- 
cester, Mass., was thi rd with an in- 
crease of 13.39 per cent, 
The showing for June, 1927, for 
cities other than New York follows:

Philatelic Agency Profitable. 


The revenues of the Post Office De- 
partment were increased by $176,- 
157.95 during the past fiscal year 
through the sale of stamps to dealers 
and collectors by the Government’s 
Philatelic Agency. As none of these 
stamps found their way to letters or 
parcels, the department reaped a 
clear profit through the transactions, 
beyond the moderate expenses of the 
agency. The receipts last year were 
the largest in the history of the 
agency, exceeding those of the pre- 
vious year by $40,282.01. 

Since its establishment in Decem- 
ber, 1921, the receipts at the Phila- 
telic Agency have averaged a normal 
annual increase of $10, Requests 
for stamps have come to the agency 
from all parts of the world. 

When the Lindbergh air mail stamp 
was issued by the Postoffice Depart- 
ment, the agency was swam for 
the time being with requests for this 


new stamp.

Johnson Shunned Series. 


At the World’s Series between the 
Washington Club and the Giants that 


year Johnson was conspicuous by his 
absence, refusing to attend and draw- 
ing from Commissioner Landis that 
gentleman’s famous rebuttal to John- 
son ‘‘to — your shirt on.’’ 

At the joint December eens of 
the leagues Johnson suffered his firs 
defeat. He was relieved of his duties 
as a member of the Advisory Council 
and received a rebuke from his 
league. Shorn thus of much of his 
power, Johnson continued to take a 
more inconspicuous part in — 
affairs in succeeding years. At the 
joint meeting in Chicago last year, 
however, Johnson and Landis were 
—2—— together and shook hands 
and it was thought that at last the 
breach between these two had been 
healed. 

Not long afterwards, howover, the 
cases of Cobb and Tris Speaker 
and the Riseberg scandal broke and 
in the midst of this, while Landis 
was sitting, the multitude of charges, 
the old warfare flared up again. A 
heated contr- versy followed, Johnson 
defying Landis. Landis then called 
a special meeting of the American 
sedtine and Johnson declared at that 
meeting he would go to the mat with 
Landis. 

That meeting was held in Chicago 
Jan. 23 and resulted in the sudden 
discovery that Johnson was a dan- 
gerously ill man. The American 
League magnates had been lined up, 
it was always reported, seven to one 
to back Landis and to take some &tiff 
action inst Johnson. But when 
the meeting was called to order the 
owners, seeing the once robust and 
fighting Johnson a much faded and 
very chan man, dropped their 
warring spirit and took hasty action 
to relieve Johnson of his duties. 


President’s Words Repudiated. 


The eight club owners adopted a 
resolution repudiating the criticisms 


that Johnson had made of Landis, 
commended Commissioner Landis 
and agreed that Johnson was in such 

ve condition that he should 
“immediately take a much needed 


rest.”’ 

By that resolution the club owners 
relieved Johnson of his duties and 
Johnson went into retirement to re- 
gain his health. It was the comment 
of the club owners, who had seen 
Johnson at the time, that he would 
never again be active in baseball. 
But. when he did return suddenly last 
April it was discovered, according to 
American League magnates, that 
Johnson had not been barred from 
resuming his office if he wished, so 
that his re-entrance could not be 
avoided. Within a short time the 
@jub owners apparently had been 
reconciled to his return and soon 

to seek another president.

FLOOD AFTERMATH. 


Three problems emerge above the 
receding waters in the Mississippi 
Valley. Counting from the remoter 
to the more immediate, these are the 
ultimate problem of flood preven- 
tion, the problem of permanent re- 
construction in the devastated areas, 
and the immediate problem of repa- 
triation and preliminary rebuilding. 
At Little Rock a fortnight ago Sec- 
retary HOOVER announced that as far 
as Arkansas is concerned plans have 
‘been completed for the work of im- 
mediate reconstruction. This in- 
volves bringing the people back to 
their homes—in too many cases 
merely the sites of their former 
homes—and enabling them to plant 
some kind of emergency crop. In 
most places it is too late for putting 
in cotton, and the Arkansas farmers 
are making a desperate stab at any- 
thing that promises to bring in a 
yield before cold weather comes. 
American farmers are experiment- 
ing with soy beans, something as 
strange to them, says our correspon- 
dent in the flood area, as Broadway 
would be to an Eskimo. Secretary 
HOOVER has called it a gamble with 
nature. 

Of permanent reconstruction, ac- 
cording to Mr. HOOVER, there can be 
no real consideration until October— 
that is to say, until it has been 
ascertained just how the gamble 
with nature will turn out. Cotton, 
as stated, is out of the question. A 
corn crop may be made, but only 
with “miraculous” weather from 
now to harvest time. In October an- 
other survey of the situation must 
be made; but that, under the best of 
circumstances, the need will be great 
is obvious. Nature, repenting of her 
cruelty, may conceivably make 
amends in the form of smiling fields. 
But Nature will not rebuild ruined 
homes and furnish them, provide 
clothing against cold weather, or re- 
store vanished bank credit; and it is 
to be feared that Nature will return 
with a second wave of assault in the 
form of plague and sickness. Mala- 
ria has already asserted itself to an 
extent where for Arkansas alone a 
defense fund of $1,600,000 has been 
provided. 

The flood sufferers in the entire 
affected area number 600,000. In 
Arkansas alone they are more than 
200,000. Secretary Hoover speaks of 
more than 1,500,000 acres of the 
richest land in that State as laid 
waste. This is very nearly one- 
fourth the total crop acreage of 
Arkansas and more than one-fourth 
in producing value. Arkansas of re- 
cent years has raised crops to the 
amount of $320,000,000, and the cost 
of farm buildings in the State is 
estimated at $120,000,000. The flood 
cost may thus be estimated to range 
from $100,000,000 to double that 
amount. The loss may thus amount 
to $100 per head of the population 
of the State, a ratio which for the 
whole country would mean more 
than $10,000,000,000, or about half 
of the national debt after a World 
War. Before the sorrowful accounts 
are closed it seems inevitable that 
the country as a whole must come 
to the assistance of the flood victims.

their trade. Finally she obtained 
for herself strategic lines which in 
the event of war would enable her 
to cut the Chinese Eastern near the 
Siberian border. 

Some of these. railroads are still 
building and have already been of 
benefit to Manchuria and the Chi- 
nese people as well as to the South 
Manchurian Railway. As most of the 
traffic in Manchuria is local rather 
than long-distance, the new lines 
have seriously interfered with the 
Chinese Eastern Railway’s business. 
When they are finished almost all of 
Manchuria will be economically trib- 
utary ‘to Dairen and the south. 

Despite their frequent denuncia- 
tion of the foreign Powers for seek- 
ing special rights in China, the So- 
viets are not content to have their 
own special privileges in Manchuria 
taken away. But for the moment 
they are powerless. Japan, knowing 
this, is doing little to press her ad- 
vantage. The Japanese railway sys- 
tem in Manchuria will soon be so 
well established that nothing short 
of war will dislodge it. If Japan 
can continue to render the provinces 
of Manchuria the excellent transpor- 
tation service that she has so far 
given through the South Manchurian 
system, and if her influence for 
peace and order in Manchuria con- 
tinues to prevail, it will not be long 
before the Chinese population in 
Manchuria, which has increased 
from 9,000,000 to 26,000,000 in the 
last half century, will be the largest 
and most prosperous group of Chi- 
nese in the world. 





THE WAR OF THE FILMS. 

No such diplomatic finesse as 
characterizes the Anglo-American 
naval armament dispute at Geneva 
is to be found in the film war be- 
tween the industries of the two na- 
tions. When a native audience at 
Delhi howled down a movie called 
“The Moon of Israel” on the ob- 
jection that it offended their religion 
and morals, the Indian author- 
ities promptly conferred on the wis- 
dom of banning “these American 
films entirely.” But, as pointed out 
quickly by Mr. WILL Hays, this 
movie was not of American origin: 
it was made by Austrians; there 
wasn’t even an American in the 
cast; its only relationship to Holly- 
wood came from the fact that its 
great climax, the parting of the 
waves of the Red Sea, was the same 
one that had been used some time 
before in the American “ ‘Ten Com- 
mandments.” 

Mr. Hays added that propaganda 
of this sort—i. e., false statement— 
against American movies had been 
coming from England and her pos- 
sessions ever since the British began 
to be disturbed over the popularity 


Commonwealth of Nations. It is a 
trade war, with the California stu- 
dios far ahead in the battle and the 
British industry hardly to be seen 
in the dust behind; and like many 
wars of other kinds it seems to act 
up to the old adage about every- 
thing being fair. Yet it does seem 
a bit too much to blame the United 
States for an Austrian film produc- 
tion and to convene at Delhi to con- 
sider a ban. 

Dispatches from abroad convey 
the solemn statement that British 
authorities find American films full 
of propaganda seeking to subvert 
British institutions and to help to 
put the whole world under the Stars 
and Stripes. This is probably, in an 
excess of sorrow over business 
losses, imputing to the gentry of 
Hollywood grand purposes of which 
they are innocent. American movies 
certainly constitute no Fourth Inter- 
national. They are made to enter- 
tain and, by entertaining, to draw 
crowds to the box offices, not only 
in America but in Siam, India, Eng- 
land, Malaysia and Timbuktu. Per- 
haps it is because they have suc- 
ceeded so remarkably that national- 
istic plots are being read into their 
captions, and the shadow of the 
proselyte discerned behind the per- 
forming casts.

THE SUMMER SCHOOL. 

It is rather surprising that the 

American practical mind so long 
tolerated the idleness of “plant” 
which the old academic year en- 
forced. College and school buildings 
stood empty through the long Sum- 
mers in academic groves and city 
streets alike. Books slumbered on 
shelves, undisturbed save perhaps 
by cataloguers or cleaners. Valu- 
able apparatus capable of illustrat- 
ing some law or other of nature 
served no more useful purpose than 
the seats vacant of scholars. Such 
disuse is as abhorrent to the econom- 
ic sense as a vacuum is said to be 
to nature. The very existence of the 
buildings, grounds and apparatus 
was an appealing argument for 
their fullest use. 
When to this economic motive is 
added the eagerness of the mind that 
cannot stop its wheels even when 
there is no vocational grist to grind, 
driven by an urge that is the mys- 
tery of existence and that takes no 
account of seasons, the rise of the 
Summer school to fill the period of 
vacation for increasing thousands is 
éasily accounted for—quite aside 
from the opportunity it gives for vo- 
cational or professional advance- 
ment. It is only one phase of the 
organized use of the increasing 
leisure that has come to men 
through the machine. The coming 
of thousands, up into the tens of 
thousands, to the institutions in New 
York City alone, is an evidence not 
only of the attractiveness of this 
city as a cultural centre, but also of 
the intellectual ardor of a multitude 
drawn from every part of America 
and even from other lands. Great 
numbers of them are teachers who 
use their long vacations for their 
own improvement, though in the 
end for the public good. In the last 
ten years the attendance at Sum- 
mer schools has increased from 
40,000 to 250,000, and it is probable 
that most of that gain has been due 
to the presence of teachers. Three- 
fourths of the 13,000 or 14,000 en- 
tered at Columbia University are 
registered in Teachers College, 
which suggests that they are teach- 
ers or are preparing to teach. 

It was said at the National Edu- 
eation Association meeting in Seat- 
tle this week in favor of “ all-year” 
schools that much that we know of 
“mocks our 
stated. calendar.terms.” Children 
are “mot born to suit school terms.” 
They do not cease to grow between 
June and September. But even all- 
year. ‘schools should yet give every 
‘teacher one-quarter of the year for 
such study and recreation as he now 


need not all take their vacation for 
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TICKETS AND BUYERS BOTH SOLD. 

In answer to a question by Dis- 
trict Attorney TUTTLE, investigating 
the theatre ticket tax frauds, . the 
witness replied, “ 75 per cent. of the 
“ public will not buy their tickets at 
“the box office.” This statement} 
did not come from a minor official, 
nor from one of those unlucky box- 
office men who are so neglected by 
the public that they have no chance 
to know what is really going on in 
the world. It was made by the gen- 
eral manager of the Erlanger 
Amusement Enterprises. He is in 
charge of a group of theatres which 
have housed some of the most popu- 
lar successes of recent seasons. If 
any one knows anything about a 
business “honeycombed with lying 
and graft,” he should. 

His answer to Mr. TUTTLE’S ques- 
tion does not reveal the penetration } 
one would expect of the successful 
manager of several metropolitan 
theatres. It is as shallow as some 
of the shows they have sheltered. 
Did Mr. BERGMAN ever by any 
chance try to get tickets at the box 
office of a theatre in some other 
circuit? It seems certain that if he 
were ever confronted with an emer- 
gency which made it impossible for 
him to benefit by the usual courtesy 
shown by theatrical managers to one 
another, he would not go to the box 
office for tickets. He would join 
that experienced 75 per cent. which 
knows that no seats closer than the 
eighteenth row are to be found at 
the box office. 

His evidence supports what has 
been brought out before. A private 
buyer has no chance of getting a 
seat in the front rows except for 
weeks ahead because the theatres 
have sold all the good ones to the 
agencies. For this monopoly the 
agencies pay many thousands of 
dollars a year. Mr. BERGMAN esti- 
mates the sum paid to the men in 
the box offices of the five Erlanger 
theatres here at from $50,000 to 
$75,000. Of this not a penny is sup- 
posed to have reached the producers 
and managers. Mr. TUTTLE is not 
the only one to have doubts that 
they, who are “so keen otherwise, 
“allow that money to get away 
“from them.” It certainly got away 
from the Government, and from the 
authors and composers who were 
entitled to a share. 

The reopening of the investiga- 
tion is already bringing out more 
fair promises of help for public and 
prosecutor from the theatre men. In 
the quiet interval not a word was 
heard about the central ticket office 
which was to be opened under the 
direction of JOE LEBLANG, the cut- 
rate seller.. This is a short-sighted 
attitude, Over a.month ago, just 
when the Federal authorities were 
getting closest to the underground 
trail between theatre and agency, 
the managers united in an announce- 
ment of the proposed plan. It was 
a sound one, and should work well 
for all concerned. However, it would 
eliminate not only considerable in- 
convenience and gouging of the pub- 
lic, but also a large amount of graft 
for the theatre. Unless driven to it, 
the managers, blind to their own 
real interests, will continue to snatch 
at temporary profits. The dullest 
ticket buyer can see through a re- 
form that lasts only as long as the 
spot light is on the evildoer.

The problem of con unmuz- 
zled dags is not simple.. An occa- 
sional raid of this sort, except in so 
far as it may serve as a warning to 
dog owners, can do little more than 
bring in a number of strayed and 
lost animals. This may reduce tem- 
porarily the number loose in the 
streets, but within a month there will 
be a new lot waiting for the dog 
catchers. } 
The best plan would seem to be for 
the bocal police to warn every person 
whom they meet with an unmuzzled 
dog, whether or not on.a leash, that 
the offense is punishable and that 
the ordinance forbidding unmuzzled 
dogs is to be enforced. No dog owner 
wishes to face this penalty. At the 
same time he so dislikes muzzling 
his dog umnecessarily that he is likely 
to “‘take a chance’’ of letting him out 
unmuzzled. A warning repeated once. 
or twice will not only influence the 
individual dog owner,, but will be 
passed along to his neighbors. No- 
body wants to lose his dog.

It 
was at this time that the question of 
purging the Russian opera of this 
influence arose. Of course, this was 
prior to 1836, when the famous com- 
poser Glinka wrote his operas based 
on Russian national melodies. 

Incidentally, it may be said that 
there were in Russia many operatic 
theatres: in Petrograd 2, Moscow 3, 
Kazan 1, Kharkoff 1, Kiev 1, 
Odessa 1, Tiflis 1. Besides this, in 
every small town there is its own 
choir.

They are 
still, however, $523,000,000 larger 
than a year ago, and the large addi- 
tion made during June to brokers’ 
loans.is proved both by the Reserve 
Bank’s weekly figures and by the 
monthly report of the Stock Ex- 
change, published yesterday. The 
Stock Exchange makes the munth’s 
increase $111,097,000; the Reserve 
Bank has irlicated slightly over 
$116,000,000. Both point to an in- 
crease, since the begizning of the 
year, in excess of three-quarters of a 
billion, 

Yesterday’s European bank state 
ments had several points of interest. 
The Bank of England’s gold. holdings 
decreased £1,043,000 for the week. 
This was principally because of the 
“earmarking”’ of gold for a foreign 
bank’s reserve and not a consequence 
of withdrawals for: export,. which 
have lately been unimportant. Still, 
the decrease brought the gold reserve 
£4,343,000 below the high point of 
May, before the I rench operations in 
the London gold market began, and 
the Bank of England now holds only 
£554,000 more gold than a year ago. 

The week’s incroase of note circu- 
Jation at the Bank of France is al- 
ways large at: the mid-year settle 
ments. A year ago it was particularly 
large, yet this year’s increase exceeds 
it. Note issues have expanded 1,164,- 
000,000 francs in a week and 1,843,- 
000,000 in the fortnight; last year the 
expansion for the two periods was 
947,000,000 and 1,788,000,000. This 
comparison shows now slowly the cir- 
culation responds to the. Govern- 
ment’s fiscal reforms. By \.ay of con- 
trast, the French Treasury: paid off 
200,000,000 francs of its debt to the 
bank, whereas it borrowed 350,000,- 
000 in this week of 1926. As compared 
with a year ago, the bank’s total ad- 
‘vances to the State have been re- 
duced no less than _ 11,000,000,000 
francs, but the’ note circulation has 
fallen barely 900,000,000.
